The bill gives the federal government no 
control over education in the school sys- 
tems of the various states and territories ;

tional purposes, theonly restriction being 
that each state, territory or the District of 
Columbia shall maintain for at least three 
months in each year, till January 1, 1885, 
and thereafter four months, a system of 
free schools for all children within its 
limits between the ages of six and sixteen 
years. 

Governor Brown’s speech on this bill 
undoubtedly facilitated its passage, and 
his speech was followed by a series of 
other speeches, none, hawever, in oppo- 
sition to the principles of the bill. Some 
senators questioned the adequacy of the 
measure, and ethers doubted its constitu- 
tionality; but there is no doubt of its pas- 
sage through both houses, if it can 
be reached in the house. The president 
will gladly sign it, as the diffusion and 
equalization of education is his great 
hobby. The bill as it stands in the sen- 
ate is free of objections, and we hope the 
efforts of Senator Brown in its favor will 
be energetically seconded by all the other 
representatives of Georgia in Washing-
